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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The console game entitled Tony Hawke's Underground! is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The publication is a single player skateboarding game played in third person perspective. The 
mainstay of the game lies in the completion of complex skateboarding manoeuvres in a variety of 
urban environments. Some of the abilities available to the player in the game are mildly violent or 
anti-social, but because of the manner in which these are depicted they are not considered to be at 
a level that would require restriction. The unrestricted availability of the publication is not likely to 
be injurious to the public good. The publication’s treatment of violence and anti-social behaviour 
makes it more suitable for audiences aged 16 years and over. 

The classification given to this publication reflects the fact that although the console game contains 
some anti-social elements and depictions of violence, its unrestricted availability is not considered 
to be injurious to the public good. This unrestricted classification therefore has no impact on the 
considerations contained in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
